FASTER IN THE CHURCHES 


Annual Church Festival to Be Observed in All the Churches 
by Special Music— Church Schools to Present 
Pageants and Cantatas 


PRINCESS WATAHWASO 


Daughter of Chieftain of Penobscot Tribe 
Perpetuates Traditions and 
Songs of Her People 


A most unusual and interesting entertain- 
ment was given by Princess Wahtahwaso, a 
full-blooded Indian of the Penobscot tribe, 
at the regular meeting of the November 
club held on Monday afternoon. 

Attractive, and graceful, she made a 
perfect picture, whether singing, dancing or 
only talking to her audience. Her fringed 
and beaded dress of skin in oyster white 
constrasted with her dark eyes, and raven 
black hair caught back with a fillet of beads 
in blue, a color which was repeated in the 
lacings and beads of her dress and in the 
elaborate moccasins. 

The le; ends, dances, and songs of her 
people, which are fast passing into oblivion, 
are cherished by the princess who is especially 
gifted by nature to preserve them for at 
least another generation. 

Her own home is on Indian island, at 
Oldtown, Maine, where 360 of the Penobscot 
tribe are the sole inhabitants of an island 
three miles long and a mile wide. Her 
brother-in-law was the maker of the original 
Oldtown canoe, which won a gold medal at 
the World’s fair, and which served as a 
model for the canoes which now bear that 
trade name. Her father, whom she intensel 
admired, was all his life the leader of his 
tribe and at one time a representative to the 
State Legislature. 

Princess Watahwaso has made a study of 
the legends of other tribes, so that the cere- 
monial setting of each song, whether Penob- 
scot, Oneida, Crow, Chippewa, Ojibewa or 
Zuni was given before the song was sung. 
Gifted with a rich mezzo-soprano voice, she 
added emotional feeling and dramatic 
power to her pec eatice: 

She concluded with a plea for the Indian 
who has been forced out from the lands of 
his fathers and left in a equivocal position, 
social, political and economic. ‘The im- 
pression left on her audience was certainly 
such as to improve the understanding and 
create a feeling of good-will toward the people 


whom she represented.

If the Boston & Maine Used the Stadium 


Phillips Academy Notes for a Coal Bin 


It takes a lot of coal to run a railroad. If 
the Harvard Stadium had been the coal bin 
of the Boston and Maine in 1925, the fuel 
consumed by its locomotives in passenger 
and freight service would have filled the 
great amphitheater to the top three times. 
And there would still be almost enough coal 
left to fill it again. The Boston and Maine 
in 1925 used 1,141,442 net tons of coal which 
cost $5,593,066. 

Yet the most interesting of the railroad’s 
figures on coal consumption, probably, are 
those of fuel saving. It is shown that the 
railroad by making its tons of coal do more 
work in 1925 than ever before saved by com- 
parison with 1920, 192,056 net tons of coal, 
or enough to fill two-thirds of the big stadium 
bin. This represents the results of increased 
efficiencies and economies tn fuel cuusunip- 
tion over the past five years. 

The saving in 1925 as compared with the 
previous year amounted to 42,236 net tons. 
Consumption was reduced from 152 pounds 
for hauling 1000 tons of freight and equip- 
ment, including locomotive and tender, one 
mile, to 146 pounds, and for hauling a pas- 
senger car one mile from 19.1 pounds to 
18.5 pounds. ~ 

A fithee effort to effect fuel savings was 
begun the first of the year under a novel 
plan. Using the budget system, coal con- 
sumption is being measured by operating 
divisions in tons and pounds per unit of 
service, just as the expenditures of the rail- 
road generally are budgeted in dollars and 
cents. Each division superintendent has 
been made responsible for his share of the 
coal budget, the figures of which have been 
based on a reduction of 5% from the con- 
sumption unit of last year. If this further 
saving is effected it will mean an additional 
economy of 57,072 net tons this year. 

Notwithstanding a budget deficit caused 
by the storm conditions of February and the 
generally severe winter of 1926, efforts are 
being made to gain the economies that were 
anticipated during the remainder of the year.

J. Frank Hurley is cited for rescuing 
James E. Curran, a fellow lineman, from 
death by electric shock at Littleton, Mass., 
October 23, 1925. Curran had climbed a 
pole used jointly with an electric lighting 
company. A guy wire at the upper pole- 
step was in contact, some distance away, 
with one phase of a 2300-volt lighting cir- 
cuit. Supporting himself from the pole-step 
with one hand, Curran attempted to tighten 
the clamp of a telephone cable suspension 
strand with a wrench held in the other. 
This completed a circuit through his body, 
which “froze.” 

Noticing his companion’s plight, Hurley 
climbed the pole, braced himself with a foot 
on one pole-step and his other leg hooked 
over a second pole-step, wrenched Curran 
free, and held him until he could be safely 
lowered to the ground. Curran was badly 
shocked and burned. But for Hurley's 
prompt and fearless action, he undoubtedly 
would have lost his life. 

Mrs. Burckes is cited for initiative and 
resourcefulness in coming to the aid of a 
young girl in danger. 

On April 20, 1925, she answered a line 
signal, but the only response was a muffled 
scream.

Gerald Chapman, the most notorious 
gunman in the country, has been mak- 
ing a plaything of the law. Granted a 
reprieve three times by Governor 
Trumbull of Connecticut, he is now 
requesting a fourth. Such laxity and 
soft-heartedness by the Judiciary to- 
ward a desperate criminal is one 
symptom of a deep-rooted ailment in 
the administration of criminal law. 

The slowness of the police and de- 
tectives in making arrests in this 
country is exasperating, witness the 
half-forgotten case of officer Black. 
After the accused has been caught, he 
waits for months, very often before he 
is tried. The trial, instead of being 
confined strictly to the question of 
whether the defendant is guilty or not 
guilty, frequently becomes an undigni- 
fied, stage-like performance with the 
actors playing to the whole country 
through the medium of newspapers 
hungry for sensational news. The 
juries, picked only after scores of men 
have been called, not seldom contain 
large-scale law breakers. And if found 
guilty, the criminal usually can resort to 
some legal trickery to postpone almost 
indefinitely the day of punishment. 

As contrasted with this it is refresh- 
ing to read a report of a murder trial in 
England as witnessed by members of 
the American Bar Association and 
reported in a recent issue of the World’s 
Work: 

The trial took place three weeks from the 
time of the crime. The jury was accepted

Obituaries 


EDWARD PIKE CHAPIN 


The friends of Edward Pike Chapin mourn 
deeply his sudden death at Mount Dora, 
Florida, March 20. The passing of a person 
of rare charm and personality from our midst 
is always a shock and a grievous blow. ‘The 
sweetness of Mr. Chapin’s nature, the 
intense loyalty of his friendship, and his 
innate car / reflected a splendid character 
and drew to him every one with whom he 
came in contact. It was given to few men to 
enjoy in such a degree the respect, admira- 
tion and affection of all who had the privilege 
of his acquaintance. Gentle in spirit, 
patient and charitable, he was yet'a man of 
great force and strong will. 

As the son of William C. Chapin, an agent 
of the Pacific Mills and later founder of the 
Riverside Mills in Providence, Mr. Chapin 
inherited an interest in textile manufacturing. 
His genius and ability made him an out- 
standing leader in the textile world and 
gained for him an enviable reputation. His 
business associates recognized his talent b: 
avesuiaecs to positions of great responsi- 

lity. 

In 1891 he left Providence to become agent 
of the Washington Mills in Lawrence and at 
this time took up his’ residence in Andover. 
His success in this position is well known to 
all mill men of that generation. In 1899 he 
was one of the small group of able men who 
organized and made ible the American 
Woolen Company. ith his training and 
experience, his selection as general agent of 
the Company logically followed. ‘The 
magnitude of the task of organizing and 
coordinating the production of twenty-three 
large mills may well be left to the imagina- 
tion, but it was successfully accomplished, 
and due recognition of Mr. Chapin’s ser- 
vices to the Company in these early years 
should be accorded. In 1904 he resigned to 
engage in manufacturing on his own account 
at Concord, Mass., and a few years later 
retired from business. 

Mr. Chapin was born in Tiverton, Rhode 
Island, August 19, 1849, the son of William 
C., and Sarah Barton Chapin, and was the 
ninth in descent from Deacon Samuel Chapin 
who settled in Roxbury in 1635, or earlier, 
and later was one of the first settlers of 
Springfield in 1642.

The Esthonian railways 
have already played an important part 
in moving produce to and from Rus- 
sia, and {f conditions become stabil- 
ized in the latter country, Esthonia 
should regularly collect a tidy sum 
as a transit agent. 

“Reval, known to the Hethonians as 
Tallin, is Esthonia’s greatest port and 
city. It has existed for 700 years. 
With Helsingfors across the gulf, it 
formed czarist Russia’s gateway and 
first line of naval defense to Petro- 
grad; but to Bsthonta, its commercial 
possibilities seem brightest. 

In addition to its agricultural activ- 
ities, Esthonia has numerous indus- 
trial possibilities. Already some of 
{ts water power is harnessed, and at 
Narva, near the Russian border, is one 
of the largest cotton milis in the 
world. Much of the land is still cov- 
ered by forests, und the timber and 
wood-pulp Industries are important.

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HOOSIERS TO OBSERVE 
FT. SACKVILLE’S FALL 


Incident Gave Northwest 
Territory to U. S, 


Indianapolis—Led by the Indians 
Historical society, a movement has 
been started for a general observance 
of the one hundred and fiftfeth annt- 
yersary of the capture of Fort Sack- 
ville (Vincennes) by George Rogers 
Clark and a small army of American 
ploneers. 

The event took place February 24 
and 25, 1779, and {t Js the plan to cele- 
brate on those days In 1929, 

All states of the old Northwest ter- 
ritory—Indiana, Il ols, Ohfo, Micht- 
gun und Minnesota—have been invited 
to participate. Indiana historians hope 
that a permanent memortal to Clark 
and his men may be the result. An 
effort will be made to bring about a 
national observance. 

Galned Northwest Territory. 

It was Olark’s daring attack that 
wrested the Northwest territory from 
the British and opened it to the Amer- 
feans. It was accomplished only af- 
ter the greatest of heroism by the 
small raiding force. Some historians 
have proclaimed the accomplishment 
as more {mportant to this country 
than the battle of Bunker Hill, 

Not only was It so important to the 
United States, but {t also was the 
chief, and almost the only, military 
victory for the Americans west of the 
Allegheny mountains in the Revolu- 
tlonary war, 

Clark, heading a small force re- 
crulted from the ploneers and commis- 
sloned by Virginia, captured the Brit- 
Ish post at Kaskaskla, Tl, Soon af- 
terward the British governor of the 
territory, who had been at Detroit, 
came to Fort Sackville at Vincennes 
and occupied It. 

In midwinter Clark’s band set out 
for Vincennes, determined to take the 
post or lose all in the attempt, for 
they recognized {ts capture would 
spell the end of British dominion in 
the region. 

Surprise Completely Successful. 
Through partly frozen swamp land, 
across flooded rivers, the men 
marched, ending with a surprise at- 
tack on Fort Sackville. Within 48 
hours they had captured the governor, 
his men and the post, 

In the treaty that followed the 
Revolutionary war, the Northwest ter- 
ritory became a part of the United 
States. 

The Indiana Historical soclety has 
appointed «a committee to develop 
Plans for the celebration, which will 
come at a time when the eastern por- 
tlon of the country also will be ob- 
serving sesquicentennial anniversaries 
of the Revolution. It will meet soon 
to begin definite planning for the ob- 
servance. The committee is organized 
temporarily as follows:

SEEK RARE WILD 
ANIMALS FOR ZOO 


Expedition Will Go to Jungles 
of Africa. 


Washington, — Judging from 
number of requests that Tava sancled 
the Smithsonian Institution for fur- 
ther information about the Smithson- 
fan-Ohrysler African expedition which 
will spend the spring and summer in 
the jungles of Tanganyika collecting 
wild live animals of rare species for the 
National Zoological Dark in Washing- 
ton, the expedition has aroused Great- 
er popular interest than any similar 
Smithsontfan undertaking since the fa- 
mous Smithsonian-Roosevelt African 
expedition of 1909. 

The two expeditions will go down 
In Smithsonian history as entirely dis- 
tinct in purpose and doubtless in ac- 
complishment, The Smithsonfan-Roose- 
velt expedition brought back specti- 
mens in wild game for stuffing and 
mounting in the National museum, 
where today they are the most popu- 
lar museum exhibit in the national 
capital. The venture which fs now made 
possible through the generosity of 
Walter P. Chrysler will seek to cap- 
ture and bring back live animals in 
greater variety and of rarer species 
than ever before attempted. 

Dr. William M. Mann, director of 
the National Zoological park, which ts 
under the direction of the Smithsonian 
Institution, will lead the expedition. 
He hopes to capture animals which 
have never been seen alive in this 
country, and to install them at the 
National zoo. 

The popular interest that is being 
shown in the Smithsonian-Chrysler ex- 
pedition is scarcely surprising when it 
is recalled that more than 2,000,000 
persons from all over the United 
States visited the National Zoological 
park last year. In this number were 
pupils from more than 200 schools, 
who came with their teachers to study 
natural history. These included not 
only Washington schools, but the high- 
er grades of schools in many sections 
of the country which now make an- 
nual spring pilgrimages to Washington 
a@ part of their regular courses of in- 
struction.

Sell Love Letters of 
Victor Hugo for $700 


Paris.—One of the most remarkable 
collections of love letters on record— 
more than 15,000 of them—written by 
the former actress, Juliette Drouet, to 
Victor Hugo between 1988 and 1883, 
brought less than $700 when put up 
at auction recently. 

This actress, whom Hugo loved, re- 
tired from the stage and lived a life 
of seclusion for 50 years. Almost ev- 
ery day during that period she wrote 
the noted author a letter, as he had 
asked her to do, although they were 
seeing each other regularly as well, 
and this collection, an average of some 
800 letters a year, was carefully pre- 
served at the express wish of Hugo 
himself. 

Victor Hugo spoke of these letters 
in one of his letters to Juliette, in 
which he said “our life ig there, re- 
corded day by day, thought by thought. 
Every dream of thine, every suffering, 
{s there. Those letters are so many 
charming little mirrors, each one of 
which reflects a view of thy splendid 
soul,” 

Gustave Simon, who, as executor of 
Victor Hugo's will and personal friend 
of Juliette, ought to know, says that 
the letters will disappoint any one in 
search of a thrill, as they are nothing 
but a collection of empty phrases, “full 
of adulation and adoration, far from 
giving that reflection of the inner life 
of the lovers,” that the sale catalogue 
promised.

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DENY JEWS MOLDED 
CANADIAN INDIANS 


Customs Same as All Primi- 
tives, Says Scientist. 


Vancouver, B, O.—Recognized au- 
thorities on the archeology and ento- 
mology of the American Northweat die- 
credit the view of younger students 
advanced recently that Hebrew influ- 
ences wes transplanted to this part 
of the continent in the First century 
of the Christian era through the me- 
dium of Jewish traders accompanying 
expeditions of Chinese adventurers. 

Prof. Charles Hill-Tout, a student 
of 35 years’ standing, states he is in 
agreement with Dr. Franz Boaz of Oo- 
lumbla untversity, Doctor Sapir, now 
of Chicago University but until recent- 
ly In charge of the anthropological sec- 
tion of the geographic survey of Can- 
ada, and Harlan I, Smith, official arch- 
eologist of Canada, all of whom have 
made intensive studies of the primt- 
tive races of the Pacific coast, that 
there {s no foundation for the theory 
that the Jews had a hand in molding 
the culture of these peoples. 

Jewish Customs Universal. 

These students, who pioneered a 
study of tribal customs of the native 
races bordering on the Pacific, came 
across this theory 80 years ago and dis- 
carded {t as untenable, says Professor 
Hill-Tout. A handful of the Jews may 
have crossed the Pacific with Chi- 
nese expeditions, but it {s absurd to 
Suppose that they could influence the 
people of an entire continent, contin- 
ued the professor, pointing out that 
the customs claimed to have been 
(ransplanted by the Jews, such as fast- 
Ing, offering sacrifices and purification 
rites, are common to all primitive 
tribes, not only of America but of the 
world. 

“It is an easy error for beginners 
to make,” he says. “Most people, 
through reading the Bible, are famil- 
lar with carly Jewish customs and 
fall to realize that many of these so- 
called Jewish rites and ceremonies 
were in reality universal. 

The aborigines of the Pacific coast, 
like all primitive people, belleved in 
a spirit world, and they made a burnt 
offering of a man’s ornaments, tools 
find weapons when he died so he would 
have them in the next world, 

This custom could not be associated 
with the burnt offerings of the Jews, 
Professor Hill-Tout says, nor could the 
Indian custom of a man taking to 
himself his deceased brother's wife. 

Most untenable of all was the at- 
tempt to prove the theory by a sim!- 
larity of words, either in sound or 
meaning, he declares. Any one lan- 
guage can be made to appear related 
to any other language by the tabula- 
tion of numerous chance coinck 
dences. Words of similar sound and 
significance do not prove relationship, 
as the linguistic construction is the 
only reliable guide. 

Chinese Influence Found. 

Professor Hill-Tout says other author- 
{ties were In agreement with him that 
there was nothing in the linguistic 
structure of the native languages of 
the Pacific coast to support the Jew- 
{sh connection theory. Only those 
who have made but a superficial study 
of the situation would attempt to base 
a theory on such fllmsy evidence, 
he maintained. On the other hand, 
there is reliable and definite evidence 
of Chinese linguistic affillations, he 
points out. 

Authorities are of the opinion that 
men of Chinese stock must have 
crossed over from China between 
2.000 and 8,000 years ago, and settled 
on the Pacific coast of America. That 
all of these Northwest tribes are of 
Asiatic origin is borne out both by the 
linguistic affinities and clearly marked 
facial resemblance, 

The folk tales, now being studied, 
are also closely related. 


Men Physically Unfit, 
Health Educator Says 


Berkeley, Cal.—Although college stu- 
dents have a fairly high degree of 
physical fitness, as a whole, “American 
men are unprepared to meet the com- 
mon physical emergencies and de- 
mands of life.” 

This is the conclusion of F. L. Klee- 
berger, chairman of the department of 
physical education of the University 
of California, 

“The inability of most of our young 
men of today to use the power of 
their arms, shoulders and middle body 
is surprising,” he states, and “the dan- 
ger from this Is greater to the race 
than the loss In the power of naviga- 
tion creditable to the automobile.” 

Brain matter cannot be bullt by 
physical exercise, Kleeberger believes, 
but he thinks the present generation 
should be developed sufficiently to en- 
able a man to act quickly and accu- 
rately in case of emergency,

Household Pet Knew 

Purposes of Knockher

Wood for Newspaper 

Since the customary units of wood 
measurement—cord, log meaaure or 
lumber scale—do not represent an ex- 
act quantity, the cubic foot solid wood 
is used. Eyen this unit is variable as 
to pulp yield according to the char- 
acter of the wood as to species and 
rate of growth. However, taking the 
dry welght of spruce as 24 pounds per 
cubic foot, the commercial yleld of 100 
cubic feet would be about 2,800 pounds 
of mechanical pulp,, and of sulphite 
pulp 1,080 pounds, Commercially, 
news print !s made from a mixture of 
15 per cent mechanical and 25 per 
cent sulphite. Opnsequently, a ton of 
news print would contain 1,500 pounds 
mechanical and 500 pounds sulphite, 
Then 1,500 pounds mechanical would 
require 66.2 cubic feet wood; 600 
pounds sulphite would require 48,5 
euble feet wood; 1 ton of news print 
would require 113.7 cuble feet or 2,- 
728.8 pounds oven dry spruce wood.

Forgetful of Past 


It was at Baige that a shadowy 
guest called on the procurator of 
Judaea, stayed to supper, even stayed 
(unlike Pilate, his host) for an answer 
to a casual question, Did he, the 
guest inquired, recall a Galileean of 
the name of Jesus . . . Jesus of 
Nazareth . crucified for some 
offense? 

The old man frowned, groped in hig 
memory, put a vague hand to his head 
and answered faintly, “Jesus, Jesus 
of Nazareth? I do not remember.” 

That exquisite effacement of the 
past is the perfect comment of an 
fronist upon the intelligence of his- 
torical characters, is the opinion of 
Philip Guedalla, recorded in Harper’s 
Magazine. Pilate, one feels, was not 
alone in this unawareness of hig own 
significance, 

How many figures, faced in Elysium 
with eager questions upon their su- 
preme achievement, must murmur @ 
vague, unsatisfying “I do not remem- 
ber!” It Is so easy to miss the point 
of others that one may sometimes be 
forgiven for missing one’s own—the 
more readily, perhaps, when it was a 
failure. For we may leave the mem- 
ory of our fallures to other people 
with perfect confidence. Posterity {is 
never a tactful listener; and that side 
of our immortality will always be se- 
cure. 

But these omissions often have @ 
aimpler cause. Scmetimes deliberate, 
they are due quite frequently (Pilate’s 
was such a case) to sheer inadver- 
tence. The poor dears make history 
and never notice it; or they make it 
and then, like a posted letter, quite 
forget it.

Many of the so-called artificial dyes 
used now are exactly the same from 
the chemical standpoint as those from 
berries and bark and other natural 
sources. In some cases the new dyes 
are better than the old. The modern 
manufacturer of dyestuffs knows ex- 
actly what is in them, and for that rea- 
son {s surer of results.

Probably more has been said and 
written about money than any other 
subject under the sun. Fielding, who 
spoke with the authority of a magis- 
trate, once commented that ‘money is 
the fruit of evil as often as the root 
of it.” Doctor Johnson said, “Money, 
in whatever hands, will confer power.” 
In “The Way of All Flesh,” Samuel 
Butler wrote that “money is like a 
reputation for ability—more easily 
made than kept.” 
ple, G. Bernard Shaw, goes farther 
and says, ‘Any fool can save money; 
{t takes a wise man to spend It.” Ba- 
con wrote, “Money is like manure; of 
little use unless it be spread.” A 
quotation from Horace reads, “Money 
amassed either serves or rules us.” 

John Stuart Mill, in his monumental 
work, “The Principles of Political 
Economy,” points out that furs, cow- 
rie shells and even cubes of com- 
pressed tea have been used in various 
places as money. He goes on to say 
that “money {s a commodity and Its 
value is determined, like other com- 
modities, temporarily by demand and 
supply, permanently and on the aver- 
age by cost of production.” 

No article about money would be 
complete without quoting an Amert- 
can. It seems typical of the American 
mind always to couple money with 
work—they rarely refer to the one 
without the other. Thus John D. 
Rockefeller: “I determined that, in 
addition to working for money, I would 
make money work for me.”—John o’ 
London’s Weekly.

Changes at Golf Course 


Another of those remarkable 18-hole 
courses that modern golf architecture has 
produced will be ready for play within a 
fortnight at the new Andover Country club. 
The golfers who took this venture over from 
the American Woolen company last summer 
are enthusiastic about the outlook. 


The course and clubhouse building were 
started by the company and both suddenly 
abandoned. Some of the enthusiastic golfers 
banded together and took over the venture 
on their own and now they are about to step 
forth with a remarkable course and one of 
the finest equipped homes in this district. 


The outside construction on the building 
has been completed and workmen expect to 
have the interior ready for decorators and 
furnishers soon. As soon as the gentle winds 
and sun of the advancing spring get their 
work done on the course, it will be quite 
playable. 


John Keenan, formerly professional at 
the Charles River Country club, has been 
engaged to handle the golf end of the club 
and the members recently signed an efficient 
greenkeeper to a contract when John Flaher- 
ty, with eight years’ experience at the 
Country Club, was engaged to look after 
the course. 

The course was open for play for a few 
weeks last fall and a four-ball exhibition 
match was staged late in the season, but the 
real opening is coming next month. Those 
who have seen the layout have waxed en- 
thusiastic about several of the holes. 

It was laid out along original lines by the 
late W. H. “Pipe” Follett and it is a pity 
that that golfing genius did not live to see 
the result of his brilliant scheming to produce 
a natural playground. At least three of the 
holes are striking because of their ingenuity 
in capitalizing the natural surroundings. 

The greens are the largest of any course 
in this section of the country, some of them 

robably too huge. They easily average 
far ahead of Charles River’s in size and the 
texture is soft and smooth. Little trapping 
has been done, but this has been neglected 
deliberately, the idea being to find out from 
actual playing conditions just where they 
should be placed to the best advantage. 

The playing order has been shifted from 
what was originally planned. The 10th hole 
will become the first and thence the sequence 
will follow to the 18th which will become the 
9th. The present first will become the 10th 
and the sequence will follow, leaving the 
present ninth, the home hole. 

The first and 10th tees and the 9th and 
18th greens are close by the clubhouse, and 
in that respect, the course is like Essex 
County Country Club, Charles River and 
Sandy Burr. That means that double start- 
ing times will be simplified on busy days. 

Like Kittansett, Andover proves that 
extreme length is not demanded for per- 
fection in a golf course these days, in spite 
of the long distance ball. There are a 
number of short holes, but the rolling 
fairways accentuate the distances. 

The heavy rough and bothersome under- 
brush have been cleared away and two 
weeks’ work on the course will have it 
primed for the season. 

One of the outstanding holes is the short 
15th, 233 yards, which will rank with some 
of the best one-shotters around. Other 
striking holes are the 165-yard eleventh, all 


fifth, over a shallow ravine, and the 411-yard 
sixth, which looks down a wide fairway from 
a tee at the top of an elevation. 

The man behind the operating side of 
the venture is Winfield B. Knowlton who 
holds the unique title of chairman of the 
grounds committee. His assistants are 
George C. Best of Shawsheen and Chester 
L. Patten of Melrose. 

The other officials are: President, William 
Odlin of Andover; vice presidents, Parry C. 
Wiggin of Boston and Edward Ricard of 
Andover; secretary, Fred G, Sheman of 
Boston; treasurer, Harry L. Wiggin of 
Shawsheen.

The new Corporation was organized re- 
cently by J. Sumner Draper of Milton, one of 
the owners of the Park bs ree building. 
Mr. Draper states that the Shawsheen 
property has been acquired as an investment 
and that there are no development plans in 
view at present.

The bank is in sound financial position, 
with the money of the shareholders in- 
vested in carefully selected first mortgages on 
real estate and further secured by an ample 
sum set aside in the guaranty fund and a 
surplus account. 

With the consent of the borrowing mem- 
bers, arrangements are being made with 
other banks to purchase and transfer, with- 
out expense to borrowers all of the loans. 
Beginning April 5, payments will commence 
to shareholders, on all money paid in as dues 
with quarterly dividends accrued.
